Apart. from the ‘practicability or 
that procedure, which could only 
Be carried out if thoy were reunon- 
ably sure thoy were going to “get 
every State Jn agreement, he ques- 
tloned the wisdom of such a pro- 
‘cedure, and could imagine none 
more Sikely to drive the iron into 
Germany's, soul than to suggest 
that Germany's withdrawal made 
no difference and for the rest to 
formulate a document and request 
Germany to sign on the dotted 
line. 

The object of the Conferenéo 
was to bring about a general agree- 
ment, and the only way to reach it 
was by negotiation, and not by the 

+ method of shots at long range. 

Germany was not o target for 
‘Mctatlon, he said. She was a part- 
ner in the discussion. Tho fact 
that she: had seen fit to withdraw 
to a distance greatly complicated 
the diMcult question of immedinte 
proceduro but mado no difference 
to Britain’s resolve to do every- 
thing -possiblo to mnake her again 
s partner In friendly discusalon.

Co-ordination Essential. 

Sir John Simon referred to tho

amination by'all those secking 

pence and reconciliation. 

Therefore, when thoy came to 

- consider the immediate course to 
pursuc at Geneva it appeared that 
‘there might be a good renson for 
providing a perfod in which par- 
allel and supplementary efforts 
‘might be made. 

Of course, if those who put for- 
ward that sort of suggestion had 
zat the back of thelr minds the 
‘abandonment of the efforts of tho 
Disarmament Confforence  itsolf, 
tho British Government would have 
nothing to do with it at all. That 
would be‘a fatal blow to the whole 
work of co-ordinated Disarmament. 

Tribute To Italy. 

He wished to acknowledge ‘that 
Italy had made a ‘moat .'valuable, 
contribution ‘towards on agree- 

—-ment. Thero had been gomo very 
‘strongly phrased ‘declaration made 
‘shortly before by the head of the 
Itallan ‘Government, Signor Musso= 
Jin, but while he aud Sir John Si- 
‘mon were ot Geneva, the Italian 
Government had authorised — tholr 
reprosontatives to explain . that 
‘Italy wan not seeking to avold the 
‘continued good work of the Con- 
‘fereace, but was anxious to cn- 
‘porate with the reat in whatever 
precise Hno- of procedura turned 
‘out to be tho best. 

France Amenable. 

In the -samo way it was ‘made 
clear, that tho French Government 
would not-dgsume a rigid, position, 
but was anxfous for ‘a procedure 
which could be so shaped as to pror 
duce the beat prospects of results 
fh the lenst possible time. 

Tho French reprosentatives woro 
‘as jnsistent:as the British that the 
Disarmament Conference should 
‘bo kept in being. That was tho al- 
tuation which had resulted in the 
meeting of the Bureau, last Wod- 
nesday, when an absolutely unan!- 
mous view was taken. 

By good feeling and good Botise 
‘and complete fricndly co-operation 
there had been unanimity on the 
‘proeedure which, was an, essential 
preliminary to an agreement on 
‘substance. | The’ Government had 
already taken a step to play ‘thelr 
full part in endeavouring to pro- 
mofe diplomatic consultations. 

Urge To Powers., . 

They iad made {t plain to the 
Fronch Government that if they 
‘could see thoir way to enter into 
closer communication with the Ger- 
‘man Government tliey would. have, 
Britain's. completo. goodwill in #0
